Berlin, March 18.—Or. Horace 


Greeley Hjalmar Schacht became 
president of the Heichsbank Thurs- 
day succeeding Dr. Hans Luther who 
resigned after an agitated sitting 
of Heichsbank directors which last- 
ed nearly five hours. 


Thus Schacht, stormy petrel of 


German finance and politics, who 
quit the Reichsbank presidency in 
protest against German acceptance 
of the Young plan, returns to much 
more power than any Reichsbank 
president ever had.

into the open as supreme economic 
adviser of they?<razi government.
